| made possible by the rule of the 
federal civil service commission, 
permitting appointing officers to 
request certfication of one sex 
only. 


Since most appointing officials | 


are men and very few are women, 
this rule is frequently used as a 
means for certification of men for 
civil service appointment and the 
elimination of women.

sees no justification for it in a so- 
ciety where men and women are 
entitled to equal job opportunity, 
and urges the Federal Civil Serv- 
ice Commission to rescind the 
rule.”
